Busy shift for 
Sundre RCMP 

Sundre RCMP were called to respond to a serious accident and a 
stolen vehicle investigation last week. 

At 3:50 p.m., on July 2, a single vehicle accident resulting in 
unknown injuries to Earl Vollmin, 50, of Sundre, occurred just west of 
town.

Is there a problem with young offenders?

Some would argue that there 
is no problem. To those people I 
say pick up a newspaper, listen to 
the news. Almost every day, some¬ 
where in the country, you hear 
about some violent 
crime committed by 
a young offender. 

These are only the 
more serious 
crimes. Every day 
our court rooms 
are filled with 
young offenders. 

Those are the ones 
you don't hear 
about. Just be- 
cause we don't hear 
about them in the 
media, doesn't 
mean there isn't a problem. 
What can we do to help solve 
the problem? 

I think in order to help the 
problem, we should look at who 
is being held responsible for the 
young offenders crimes, and 
why these crimes are being com¬ 
mitted. Let’s first look at the 
family situation to why youth 
crime occurs. The youth may be 
acting out for various reasons 
that are not always obvious. For 
example: physical abuse in the 
home, alcoholism or the basic 
lack of parental guidance and 
supervision. These are only 
some of the factors that may

cause a youth to act out crimi¬ 
nally. One of the biggest factors I 
see is the lack of parental guid¬ 
ance and supervision. 

Guidance and supervision can 
be broken down to 
two simple things; 
one, communication 
with your children 
and two, knowledge. 
Knowledge about 
who your childrens 
friends are and 
knowledge of what 
your children are 
doing. I know you 
can't be with your 
teenager 24 hours a 
day. But, you can 
know where they are 
going to be and what they are 
going to be doing. If you know 
these things then your problems 
are probably less than those par¬ 
ents who don't. There are those 
few youths that will get into trou¬ 
ble regardless of strong parental 
controls. So what do we do to help 
these youths? 

The obvious thing would be 
punishment. A punishment that 
would be suitable to the crime. 
The key words here are crime and 
punishment. Parliament has in¬ 
troduced new legislation that 
would make parents responsible 
for their child's crime. This is a 
great idea for compensation of 


the victims, but what does it do 
for the youth as an incentive to 
stop them from committing fur¬ 
ther crimes? I would think very 
little. I think if we held the youth 
responsible for their crime they 
would see that there is a conse¬ 
quence for their actions. By mak¬ 
ing the parent pay financially 
doesn't show the youth cause and 
effect. I don't believe that the new 
legislation is going to help the 
parents hold their children re¬ 
sponsible. If the child had any 
respect for their parent to begin 
with, they would not have com¬ 
mitted a crime. 

So what do we put in place to 
help curb youth crime? I don't 
think we need to add anything. 
We just have to utilize what is 
already in place. The Criminal 
Code and Young Offenders Act 
already has punishment sections 
for various crimes. Let's use that 
punishment, and use it hard for 
the first-time offender. A large 
majority of youths who re-offend 
have seen that their punishment 
has not suited their crime. Gen¬ 
erally, the punishment is too soft 
and does not give the youth an 
incentive to not re-offend. Make 
the youth responsible and give a 
punishment that is hard but firm. 
Then maybe we will see 
recidivision among young offend¬ 
ers decline. 


Billion dollar bonanza? Not quite

Rumors of a huge government 
surplus for Alberta’s 1995-96 fis¬ 
cal year had been going on for 
months. February's Budget '96, 
which outlines revenue estimates 
and spending plans for the 1996- 
97 fiscal year, updated the 1995- 
96 numbers, projecting a $576 
million surplus. Since then, oil 
prices have gone up. 

When the government men¬ 
tioned it would publicize its "Re¬ 
investment Plan" along with the 
official financial statements for 
1995-96 (June 24th), the rumor 
mill really started spinning. "A 


re-election ploy," some said. 
"They’ve got tons of cash, so they'll 
dole out some spending, slash 
taxes and then call an election." 

The media fanned the flames 
by contemplating how the "sur¬ 
plus" would be "reinvested." But 
Ralph's Team (which is undoubt¬ 
edly working out its re-election 
kinks, although less anxiously 
than other hard-campaigning par¬ 
ties) was well aware of a couple of 
constraints on old-style political 
electioneering. 

First, even if they were silly 
enough to be thinking about buy¬ 
ing votes with voters' money (hav¬ 
ing forgotten their silly Red water 
by-election antics), they couldn't 
use the surplus. Alberta's Deficit 



Elimination Act legislates that 
any time there's a surplus at year 
end, the extra money must be 
used to pay down Alberta's net 
debt. The $1,132 billion surplus 
unveiled by Premier Klein was 
already spoken for. 

The only thing the year-end 
surplus had to do with so-called 
"reinvestment" was that by using 
it to pay down debt, cash which 
would have gone to interest pay¬ 
ments was freed-up. That's how 
the "Reinvestment Plan" works; 
money not spent on interest will 
be redirected, with money to be 
cut from administration, to pro¬ 
grams, tax cuts and/or debt re¬ 
duction. The allocation of this 
money will occur at the begin¬ 
ning of the year as part of the 
budget, not at year-end. While 
the billion dollar one-year sur¬ 
plus was being dangled in front of 
Albertans by the media, the Rein¬ 
vestment Plan only involves $26 


million this year, $226 million in 
1997-98, and $461 million in 1998- 
99. 

The second problem was that 
even though the government had 
recommended "reinvesting" these 
less startling amounts by jacking 
up spending and pruning taxes, 
this spring’s "Straight Talk, Clear 
Choices" questionnaire's confus¬ 
ing results only indicated clearly 
that Albertans' number one pri¬ 
ority was debt reduction. 

What to do. It's been a long 
time since an Alberta premier 
could look forward to future budg¬ 
ets showing more revenues than 
expenditures - at least one using 
real world numbers. The tempta¬ 
tion, with an election on the hori¬ 
zon, must have been tremendous! 

Premier Klein managed to spin 
his way out of the dilemma. The 
government focused the media 
on figures comparing debt reduc¬ 
tion (76 percent), with spending 


(19 per cent) and tax cut (5 per 
cent) reinvestment numbers. Just 
what Albertans said to do. 

But hold on. Of the actual "re¬ 
investment" cash, spending on 
health, education, seniors, and 
roads - the sore spots - will get 
more than half (53 per cent). Some 
tax cuts (21 per cent) were thrown 
in too. 

Debt reduction will only be 
accelerated by an average of $ 100 
million a year, a move which does 
not involve the reinvestment dol¬ 
lars. Debt reduction may get the 
final 26 per cent of the reinvest¬ 
ment money, but there's no firm 
commitment even to that. The 76 
per cent highlighted by the gov¬ 
ernment includes already 
planned debt repayments and 
the 1995-96 surplus - which, as 
discussed, the government had 
no option on. 

Amazing. A mini pre-election 
bonanza indeed.

Catholic theological intefpretation

In my Treasury Bank state¬ 
ment, I found an insert that urged 
me to buy Cah for Life lottery 
tickets that would benefit the 
Newman Theological College, a 
Catholic school where priests are 
trained. I know lottery ticket 
sales, bingos, and casinos are a 
widespread form of making 
money in our church. Two years 
ago the Calgary Diocese awards 
night, Bishop Paul O'Byrne 
handed out gold medals to men 
that ran bingos and casinos for 
their parishes. The Bible tells us 
that our Lord Jesus - used a whip 
to chase marketeers and money 
changers from the temple. It hurts 
when you see a Bishop taking 


over the role of a Mafia boss and 
hand medals to gambling promot¬ 
ers. In one town where I lived I 
have seen the devastating effect 
that gambling has on families and 
children and here are 14 reasons 
why we as Catholics should not 
promote it: 

1. Gambling is addictive. 

2. It takes parents out of the 
home. 

3. It is very costly and children 
often go hungry. 

4. It leads to family breakdown 
and fights because one partner 
spends more on gambling than 
the family can afford. 

5. It leads Catholics to saying, 
"Our church makes lots of money 
with gambling, why should we 


give?" And so they do not receive 
the blessings that God gives a 
gracious giver. 

6. It creates in people a men¬ 
tality of, "I have to be lucky. If I 
am lucky I win. If I am lucky I go 
to heaven." They stop trying when 
the going gets difficult in life. 

7. It forms a mentality of greed 
and wanting something for noth¬ 
ing. 

8. It slows down or stops spir¬ 
itual growth in a parish. The many 
empty or partially empty churches 
and church buildings here in 
North America migh t be evidence 
that God's blessings do not fall on 
undertakings that are financed 
with gambling proceeds. 

9. It creates division within a 


parish: one group wants bingo, 
while the other is against it. 

10. It hinders reunification 
among the Christian churches. 
As far as I know, no other Chris¬ 
tian church wants any part of 
gambling. 

11. It does not inspire young 
men to become priests in a church 
where they have to earn their 
keep by running gambling ven¬ 
tures. 

12. It misinforms people’s con¬ 
sciences. They could say, "If the 
church takes from the poor, what's 
wrong with us making a fast dol¬ 
lar?" 

13. Some addicted gamblers 
turn to crime to cover their losses. 

14. Some addicted gamblers 


commit suicide as a way out. 

If you read this in your local 
paper it is only due to the fact 
that our Alberta Catholic Bish¬ 
ops to whom I sent this letter four 
weeks ago did not ban all forms of 
gambling in their churches. I ask 
practicing Catholics to pray and 
meditate about donating to your 
bishops until they ban gambling. 
To me the welfare of families and 
children is more important than 
sin money in the temple treasure. 
Just think of how much extra 
leisure time we Catholics will have 
if gambling was banned; some of 
us will spend that with our fami¬ 
lies or as prayer time.

Boot camp, American style 


Reform Deputy Justice Critic 
Myron Thompson (Wild Rose) 
took time out from his holiday 
schedule Wednesday to tour the 
North Idaho Correctional Insti¬ 
tution - a prison he says could 
serve as an excellent role model 
for reforming the Canadian cor¬ 
rectional system. 

The institution, based in 
Cottonwood, Idaho, is a former 
military base that has been con¬ 
verted into a boot camp correc¬ 
tional facility with military-style 
rules. 

“I was totally impressed with 
the institution, which was set up 
specifically for non-violent offend¬ 
ers,” said Thompson. “It’s phi¬ 
losophy is that discipline is the 
key to successful rehabilitation - 
it makes inmates look forward to 
becoming productive members of 
society again.” 

One of the institution’s most 


important features is its excel¬ 
lent physical training program 
Thompson said adding that North 
Idaho’s overall success rate with 
inmates is estimated to be 85 per 
cent. 

“Vigorous physical training 
gives offenders a sense of accom¬ 
plishment and self-worth. It helps 
build their self-esteem, and makes 
them sharper both physically and 
mentally,” Thompson said. 

Thompson pointed out that the 
facility also provides inmates with 
a chance to upgrade their educa¬ 
tion, which is often below high- 
school level. 

“Not only are they providing 
inmates with basic education, but 
also the opportunity to complete 
their high school equivalency 
tests. This is another step on the 
road to full integration into main¬ 
stream society, once they have 
completed their sentences.” 


The program, which services 
about 875 inmates annually, of¬ 
fers offenders the possibility of 
reduced jail terms for those who 
successfully complete boot camp. 
Those who cannot cope with the 
system are sent back to regular 
prisons, where they are forced to 
serve their full sentences. 

“What’s more, the cost of this 
program is a mere $30 per in¬ 
mate, per day - considerably less 
than the average Canadian cost. 
And the entire facility is 100 per 
cent drug free, unlike here in 
Canada where they hand out free 
syringes to addicts in prisons, 
without even blinking an eye.” 

Thompson said it may be a 
good idea to contemplate similar 
facilities for non-violent Canadian 
offenders - possibly by converting 
surplus military bases (such as 
Calgary’s) into secure boot camps 
like North Idaho’s.

Raising three children, cook¬

Osteoporosis leaves bone po¬ 
rous and brittle, and is associated 
with more than 90 per cent of hip 
fractures and 75 per cent of wrist 
fractures in older adults. In addi¬ 
tion, at least one third of all other 
limb fractures are linked to the 
"silent thief." 

To address this growing health 
concern, Canadians, especially 
women, need to be aware of their 
likelihood for developing 
osteoporosis. The first step in 
prevention or diagnosis is to iden¬ 
tify risk factors. Individuals who 
believe they are at risk should 
talk to their physician about 
osteoporosis. 

There are many risk factors 
for osteoporosis, including: gen¬ 
der (female), age 50 or older, past 
menopause, a diet low in calcium 
or vitamin D, limited physical 
activity, a family history of 
osteoporosis, thin or small bone 
structure, white or Eurasian an¬ 
cestry, smoking, and excessive 
consumption of caffeine or alco¬ 
hol. It is important to note that, 
for unknown reasons, people with¬ 
out risk factors may still develop 
osteoporosis. 

Without identification of risk 
and proper screening, 
osteoporosis often remains unde¬ 
tected until a fracture occurs. 
There are several types of bone 
mass measurements that are 
quick, safe, painless and non-in- 
vasive, and can identify the dis¬ 
ease in its early stages. 

Currently, the most accurate 
method of obtaining bone mass 
measurement is bone 
densitometry. Heel ultrasound, a 
new, lower cost technology can 
also help identify individuals at 
higher risk and is becoming more 
readily available in Canada. 

Discussing osteoporosis risk 
factors, screening methods and 
diagnostic options with a physi¬ 
cian can help ensure early detec¬ 
tion of bone loss. This is key to 
ensuring osteoporosis never 
reaches an advanced stage, caus¬ 
ing irreparable damage. 

A Growing Problem 

One in four women over the 
age of 50 has osteoporosis, and to 
the surprise of many, one in eight 
men. With 'baby boomers' reach¬ 
ing 50, the number of people with 
osteoporosis will reach new 
heights. 

It is currently estimated that 
osteoporotic fractures cost the 
Canadian health care system $700 


for osteoporosis 


million to $1 billion every year — 
a cost that will continue to grow 
rapidly as the Canadian popula¬ 
tion ages. There is an increasing 
need to prevent fractures by diag¬ 
nosing low bone mass early, so 
appropriate lifestyle, drug and 
other therapeutic interventions 


can be made earlier to slow bone 
loss and help prevent 
osteoporosis.

I stopped in at the County Office this week and signed the 
form requesting that they DO NOT spray the roadsides that 
surround our farm.

I don't like the County Weed Spray Program. I know that the 
program was designed to get the most efficient use from tax 
dollars in the area of weed control, (cover most miles with least 
money) and I'm sure that Council acts in this regard with the 
ratepayers interest uppermost, but I don't think it's effective. 
Long after the wildflowers and bushes have wilted and died the 
cow parsnip and thistle stand brave and strong. I also know that 
the way to kill thistle is to mow it just as it comes into bud but 
I understand that mowing all the side roads is a big job and 
especially on gravel roads with stony shoulders it must be 
difficult. I also know that the people who administer the spray 
are county employees and the operators are "trained". I don't 
know how much or by whom but I have watched them work and 
I don't think it took a lot of "training" to learn to do what they do. 
Their stinking death booms are switched off and on from a 
moving truck and what dies, dies. 

What dies of course are clumps of our native orchids (lady 
slippers), bluebells, lungwort, shooting stars, Canada anemone, 
white camas, gentian, buttercups, violets, the beautiful little 
dogwoods that brighten fence rows, our very few berry bushes, 
and probably most noticeable to the casual observer, the em¬ 
blem of Alberta, the prairie rose. 

It's June and the odor of roses 
Hangs thick in the prairie air 
But not on the Carstairs Blind Line 
Where bushes are sere and bare. 

Cause they spray on the Carstairs Blind Line 
For thistles and nettles and such 
But they spray with such wild abandon 
That they kill too much, too much. 

The yellow lady slipper 
So beautiful and so rare 
Shakes in her boots for her very roots 
Has poison pooling there. 

And weep for the purple shooting star 
As it withers and dies away 
Sound a knell for the big bluebell 
As it shrinks and fades to grey. 

Farewell, farewell to anemones 
To bedstraw, camas, and gentian 
And a lily dies while a violet cries 
Over death by good intention. 

It's June and the odor of roses 
May be part of some folks summer 
But not on the Carstairs Blind Line 
Where we got sprayed by Dumb and Dumber.

Spray 
now and pick off any green galls.

Developing a home or farm 
based business, selling at Farm¬ 
er’s Markets, or just having a 
processing idea, requires advance 
planning. 

"Make sure your product is 
unique and can fill a niche in the 
market," says Joyce Lencucha, 
agri-food development consultant 
with Alberta Agriculture, Food 
and Rural Development. "Set 
short and longterm goals foryour 
company and then take the time 
to develop a marketing plan to 
achieve these goals. Study con¬ 
sumer trends and be innovative 
and flexible so you can respond to 
changing customer demands." 

The first thing the consumer 
sees on the store shelf is the pack¬ 
aging. Make your product appeal¬ 
ing. Many specialty food items 
are used for gifts, decorations in 
kitchens and dining rooms. Re¬ 
member, the consumer looks for 
tamper resistant packaging. 

The labelling on your product 
is often your only way of commu¬ 
nicating to the consumer. It must 
meet requirements outlined by 
Agriculture and Agri-Food 
Canada. The challenge then is to 
create a design that instantly at¬ 
tracts attention and conveys the 
integrity of the product and the 
manufacturer. If the product war¬ 
rants, include instructions on 
how-to-use and handle the prod¬ 
uct. Nutritional analysis infor¬ 
mation on the label may also be 
advantageous. All products should 
have a Universal Product Code 
(UPC) that scans correctly. This 


is generally a must to be accepted 
by stores. 

"You may want to test your 
label," adds Lencucha. "Take it to 
a store and compare it to other 
products on the shelf. Ask others 
if it stands out and if all the per¬ 
tinent information is clear." 

Probably the hardest step for 
the new entrepreneur is pricing. 
Check out the competition to get 
a ballpark' idea on price. Make 
sure all your fixed and variable 
costs are covered, including dis¬ 
tributor, broker, retail, promo¬ 
tions and advertising. 

Remember, we should grow/ 
produce what we can sell rather 
than trying to sell what we can 
grow/make. 

Additional information on 
starting a food processing busi¬ 
ness is available from business 
development specialists, agri-food 
development consultants, and 
industry development branch.

Farm women rekindle their organization 


"I need everyone's support" — "your faith and dedica¬ 
tion for Women of Unifarm, Alberta's farm women's 
organization, is needed now more than ever," declared 
Florence Trautman new president ofWomen of Unifarm. 

"Shaping Tomorrow" the theme of the 26th Annual 
Conference ofWomen of Unifarm in Lacombe recently 
gave way to the revamping of not only the governing 
body, but also to its operating structure. 

Members selected a new executive: Florence 
Trautman of Stony Plain as President, replacing former 
president Verna Kett; Rita Graumans of Seven Persons 
as 1st Vice-president and Betty Herbert of Edgerton as 
2nd Vice-president. 

The partnership with the former Unifarm, now known 
as Wild Rose Agricultural Producers has been dissolved. 
In its place, a revitalized farm women's organization 
emerged. 

Women of Unifarm retained its name, but changed 
and strengthened their operating structure. A member¬ 
ship fee was put in place - to add strength in its size and 
finances. 

Women of Unifarm voted to continue to support the 
general farm organization as an associate member, on 
all agricultural issues relevant to the vibrancy and 
overall well-being of the farm family unit. Members 
agreed that this well-being was at risk should VLT's 
remain in the bars and taverns of Alberta. 

Importantly, members agreed to request the federal 
government call for immediate action by other nations 
to ban the sale of proscribed chemicals to developing 
countries. 

Women of Unifarm agreed unanimously that the 


Government of Alberta needed to reconsider the Spar¬ 
sity Funding Formula for rural schools - bussing chil¬ 
dren 100 miles to and from their homes to get an 
education indicates a big concern to rural parents. 
Funding public education should be a priority in this 
province, said members - "Let's put the emphasis where 
it belongs". 

Members agreed that definitely the dollars have to be 
put back into health care, to make a more secure and 
healthy future for all Albertans. Long term care and 
patient services should be on the list of priorities. 

The history of farm women is being recorded and 
published - Women of Unifarm will be publishing their 


history, entitled "Politics, Pitchforks and Pickle Jars", 
presumably if all goes well, in February of 1997. 

Trautman remarked, "Farm women are the balance 
and the glue that holds the farm family together -- it's 
important - our children are our future - we need 
organizations like Women of Unifarm to hold us to¬ 
gether". 

Reaffirming her commitment, Trautman urged mem¬ 
bers at the Conference to go home with positiveness and 
confidence - "without you, your farm organization does 
not work!” Women of Unifarm are committed to rebuild¬ 
ing their organization. 


Youth crime skyrocketing 


Reform Deputy Justice CriticMyron Thompson (Wild 
Rose) says he is sick and tired of hearing Justice Minis¬ 
ter Allan Rock argue that the Young Offenders Act only 
needs minor tinkering, and that all will be corrected by 
the Standing Committee on Justice. 

"All you have to do is look at the numbers. When the 
YOA was implemented in 1984 there were 4,000 cases of 
violent youth crime. In 1994 there were 21,000 cases 
reported. These numbers tell the true stoiy - the YOA 
simply isn't working," said Thompson. 

"I've heard police associations, provincial govern¬ 
ments, municipal governments, the Canadian people 
and most importantly youth themselves all say that it is 
time for changes to be made now to the YOA. This is a 
costly piece of legislation that isn't making our streets 
any safer." 


Thompson said he has been advocating that six m^jor 
changes be made to the Young Offenders Act, to bring it 
into line with public attitudes toward criminal justice 
reform. These changes include: The YOA should apply 
to youth aged 10 to 15; Offenders aged 16 and 17 should 
be tried as adults; Repeat offenders aged 14 and 15 
should be transferred to adult court; Tougher and more 
meaningful sentences should be imposed by the courts; 
Parents should be held responsible for victim compensa¬ 
tion; Most young offenders should be subject to public 
identification. 

"These are concrete changes that will sharply reduce 
the number of crimes now being committed by our 
nation's youth. They send a message to young offenders 
that the party is over - it's time for them to become 
responsible Canadians," concluded Thompson.

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What to consider before harvesting 


lumber from your land

The logging and selling of tim¬ 
ber from private lands has seen a 
dramatic resurgence across Al¬ 
berta in the past few years. This is 
partially the result of increased 
demand for lumber. In 1995, pulp 
and paper market needs also in¬ 
creased the demand, creating even 
higher prices for timber resources. 
Alberta landowners with private 
timber resources have become a 
target for supplying timber de¬ 
mands. 

However, traditional agricul¬ 
tural landowners often do not 
know enough about these mar¬ 


kets and the timber resource so 
aggressively being sought after to 
protect their rights. This has put 
many landowners in a precarious 
position of trusting the timber 
buyer or contractor(s). It upsets 
me to hear stories from Albertans 
about being ripped off by unscru¬ 
pulous contractors or timber buy¬ 
ers. I hope that this article will 
help prevent future occurances of 
this nature. 

Here are some safeguard meas¬ 
ures a landowner can employ 
when approached or when con¬ 
sidering the sale or harvest of 
some of their private timber re¬ 
sources: 

• Call the Alberta Private 


Woodlot Program's free advice/ 
information line at 1-800-619- 
5732. Inquire about the services 
and information materials avail¬ 
able to you. This information line 
has already helped over a thou¬ 
sand people. 

• Ask for references from the 
contractor, complete with names, 
phone numbers and operation 
particulars performed. Then 
check these references. 

• Take time to visit the con¬ 
tractor's present or past logging 
operations and talk to the 
landowner(s) involved. 

• Determine the level of com¬ 
petence the buyer or contractor 
has in forestry operations. Is an 


Alberta Registered Professional 
Forester or Alberta Registered 
Forest Technologist employed by 
the company. Will this person (s) 
be in charge of the actual logging 
operations on your land? 

• Be cautious. There are some 
very nice songs being sung by 
crafted singers. The highest price 
or best package of promises does 
not necessarily mean the best deal. 

• Do not feel rushed to sign a 
contract nor make rushed deci¬ 
sions. Your timber will not go 
anywhere and there will likely be 
others interested in purchasing 
it. 

• If you are not sure, do not be 
afraid to say "NO!" 


My advice to landowners is, 
"seller take charge." It is your 
timber and your land. There are 
many good buyers, contractors 
and industry representatives out 
there. Be educated on the subject 
and the options. Be specific 
and realistic in negotiating for 
your personal goals and de¬ 
mands. 

There is a whole new industry 
emerging in Alberta, collectively 
referred to as private woodlot 
management. It is my hope that 
people will employ caution and 
become educated so they may ben¬ 
efit from this new industry 
through sustainable management 
practices. 


Be credit card wise

Have you ever taken the time 
to evaluate the way you use your 
credit cards? If handled wisely 
they can be a great convenience. 
If not, they can be a liability. 

An important first step in us¬ 
ing credit cards is to select one 
that suits your needs. Card issu¬ 
ers have developed a wide variety 
of cards to attract customers: low- 
rate cards for customers who carry 
a balance; premium cards that 
offer insurance, travel rewards, 
discounts and product purchase 
protection; affinity cards that sup¬ 
port charities and non-profit 
groups; corporate cards that pro¬ 
vide detailed business-expense 
statements; and co-branded cards 
that enable customers to receive 
discounts or awards from other 
companies. Fee structures and 
interest rates vary from card to 
card. Before applying for a par¬ 
ticular credit card, take time to 


study the benefits it offers and 
the costs associated with its use. 

Once you have chosen an ap¬ 
propriate card, follow these tips 
to make your credit card work for 
you: 

• Treat your credit cards like 
cash. Make sure they are in a 
secure location at all times to 
prevent theft. 

• Keep track of your purchases 
and the total amount outstand¬ 
ing on your card. Save receipts 
and check them against your 
monthly statements to ensure 
that you have made all the pur¬ 
chases. 

• Pay your credit card balance 
in full each month to eliminate 
interest charges. 

• Avoid impulse buying. Be¬ 
fore buying an item consider 
whether you would be making 
the purchase if you had to pay 
cash. 

• Periodically review your 


spending habits. If they have 
changed, you may wish to con¬ 
sider switching to a different type 
of credit card. 

• Be sensible about the 
number of cards you use. Do 
not apply for credit cards you 
do not need. Cancel cards you 
no longer use. 


• Be knowledgeable about the 
cost of credit. For some purchases, 
a consumer loan or another form 
of credit would be more appropri¬ 
ate than a credit card. 

• If you find yourself unable to 
pay for necessities because you 
cannot meet your debt obligations, 
stop using your cards. Contact 


your creditors or a credit counsel¬ 
lor to determine a workable re¬ 
payment schedule. 

If used properly, credit cards 
can be valuable and powerful fi¬ 
nancial tools. Consider the credit 
card purchases you have made 
recently. Are you usingyour cards 
wisely? 


Yellow-headed spruce sawfly

An insect that has caused con¬ 
siderable damage to spruce trees 
the past few years and will prob¬ 
ably be around again this sum¬ 
mer in damaging numbers is the 
yellow-headed spruce sawfly. 

It causes damage by devouring 
the needles of Colorado and white 
spruce. Larvae of the yellow¬ 
headed spruce sawfly initially feed 
on the new needles, leaving only 
short brown stubs. Once the new

Know your rights when the collection 

"" ' agency calls. 

Collection agencies are often very aggres¬ 
sive because they only get paid if they collect. 

They are hired by the company to whom the 
consumer owes money. Consumers are protected from abusive collec¬ 
tion practices by the Alberta Collection Practices Act. Collection 
agencies can telephone the consumer at home or work between the 
hours of 7 a m. and 10 p.m. seven days a week. They can also call you 
more than once on the same day. Collection agencies cannot bother 
your friends or relatives unless they have co-signed for the debt. They 
cannot threaten physical harm to you, or your family, or your prop¬ 
erty. Nor can they threaten to involve the police. The agency, if you 
reftise to pay, can tell you that it is ad vising the creditor to sue and may 
report your nonpayment to a credit-reporting agency. All Collection 
Agencies must be licensed, and the collectors working for the agency 
must have a license as well, these licenses are issued by Housing and 
Consumer Affairs. For more information contact Housing and Con¬ 
sumer Affairs at 297-5700, or the Better Business Bureau.

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growth has been consumed, the 
larvae move back on the branch 
and feed on the older needles. By 
July, infested trees appear rag¬ 
ged and yellowish-brown espe¬ 
cially near the tops. Heavily-in¬ 
fested trees may be completely 
stripped of foliage. Three to four 
consecutive years of moderate to 
heavy attacks can kill the tree. 
The yellow-headed spruce sawfly 
prefers young, open grown trees, 
resulting in extensive damage to 
spruce used in plantations and 
shelterbelts on the Prairies. 

Adult yellow-headed spruce 
sawfiies emerge in the springjust 
as the buds on spruce trees are 
beginning to swell. Females de¬ 
posit eggs singly into the base of 
new needles. Larvae emerge 
within two weeks and begin feed¬ 
ing on the succulent needles. By 
early to mid-July the larvae are 
full grown and are about 20 mm 
in length. Full grown larvae have 
brownish-orange heads and green 
bodies marked with six greyish- 
green stripes. Fully developed lar¬ 


vae drop to the ground and 
overwinter in cocoons in the soil. 
The sawfly completes one genera¬ 
tion per year. 

For control of this pest, is it 
important to check your spruce 
trees for the presence of this in¬ 
sect beginning in mid-June. In¬ 
festations on a few small trees 
can be controlled by picking off 
and destroying the larvae when 
they are first noticed. For 
shelterbelts or large trees, chemi¬ 
cal control can be achieved with 
one of the following insecticides: 
Orthene, Sevin, Diazinon, Cygon, 
Malathion or Ambush. For opti¬ 
mum control, the insecticide 
should be applied as soon as the 
insect is first noticed.
